State College officials have strongly

But the college officials 
have as yet failed to prove that the labor- 
atory schools actually are worth their costs. 


This argument is not new. There have 


been charges in the past that the state was 
providing an unwarranted aid to local 
communities in which the state colleges 
are located by paying the costs of educat- 
ing some children in the laboratory schools. 
But college officials point out that Wis- 
consin State Colleges are by statute pri- 
marily teacher training institutions and 
that the laboratory schools are in them- 
selves a form of classroom for the aspiring 
teachers. They insist that local public and 
private schools do not provide enough op- 
portunity for practice teaching particularly 
in some of the smaller cities where state 
colleges are located. 


Both St. Norhert and Lawrence colleges 


cooperate successfully with local schools 
for practice teaching. It is true that the 
Fox Cities and the Green Bay area provide 
more such opportunity than can be found

The college officials also note that the 


laboratory schools are important for educa- 
tional experiments in courses and methods. 
In this category we could support their 
cost to the state. But the officials have 
failed so far to show that new ideas in 
education have been tnorl to any extent at 
the state college laboratory schools. It 
seems that the now ideas in education, 
such as different conceptions of the teach- 
ing of math and science and the emphasis 
upon foreign languages in grade schools, 
have come from other stales. We are at a 
loss, in fact, to remember a single new 
trend in educational theory or practice 
that has been developed in Wisconsin in 
recent years despite some rather elaborate 
facilities at laboratory schools. 


State college officials undoubtedly feel 


otherwise and they are supposed to know 
the needs of teacher training institutions. 
But with the ever rising costs of higher 
education in Wisconsin we'd like to see 
more solid justification for the laboratory 
schools if they are to be continued. 


Recently Interior Sec. Udall asked the 


Bureau of Outdoor Recreation to study the 
fee proposal with a view to the adoption 
by the Interior Department of a broad pol- 
icy on future park purchases and means 
of paying for thorn. While the federal gov- 
ernment long has made some charges for 
the use of its federal parks a great many 
of its facilities have been free. From time 
to time there have been suggestions that 
fees be charged and the proceeds used to 
buy new lands and help maintain parks. 
There is a bill in Congress now which 
would authorize the acquisition of a num- 
ber of large tracts of potential park lands 
at a total cost of about $500 million, with 
a provision that the purchase money be 
repaid to the government through the col- 
lection of a user's fee. 


The charge for the use of~state and 


national parks is fully justified. It is re- 
grettable that Wisconsin did not begin 
such a policy many years ago. If it had, 
its park program would have been much 
farther ahead today.

vaccination within three years). 


People often say, "But I've been 


vaccinated for smallpox. 
I can 


show you the scar." 


Shot Wears Off 


If they only knew how many 


adults show a "lake" they would 
change their minds. For immun- 
ity gradually wears off, and hav- 
ing been vaccinated as a child 
doesn't mean that you are still 
safe. When the repeated vaccina- 
tion "takes," it is proof that you 
were not immune any longer. 


Until the recent case of the mis- 


sionary's son who passed through 
New York City en route to Cann- 
da was reported, the United States 
had not had a confirmed case of 
smallpox since 1949. 


This is not because everybody 


here is immune. It. is estimatedi 
that perhaps as many as 25 nor 
cent of our school children 
not been vaccinated. How mam 
adults no longer are immune is a 
question. 


Disease Could Spread 


We are being protected by this 


rigid regulation permitting no one 
to enter the country without hav- 
ing been recently vaccinated. We 
are, so far. successful in not let- 
ting the disease come in. If a case 
did get in, it could spread! 


The World Health Organization 


is devoting great effort to keep- 
ing track globally of cases ol 
smallpox, plague, typhus, relaps- 
ing fever.
